Pioneer Reduction 


A New Precess for Reducing Rebellious

The great loss which has been ex- 
perienced in the working of quartz by 
the general process in use, that of the 
battery, coppers, ‘pans or grinders, and 
ahaking tables for catching sulphurets 
has stimulated several persons to in- 
vent processes whereby a greater sav- 
ing of gold might be effected. Two 
or three have been tried in thiscounty 
such as the French roaster, Frier pro- 
cess, Monnier process, etc., all of 
which were ‘found wanting.’ Re- 
cently Professor Crosby, believing he 
had discovered a process for the great- 
er saving of the precious metal, came 
to Nevada City, and in company with 
Mr, Mitchell, selected a site near Can- 
ada Hill, where a mill and machinery 
were erected.” Tt was soon found that 
the location was not favorable for ad- 
vantageous working, being too far 
from the several quartz mines in this 
locality. The mill and machinery was 
then moved to the’present location, on 
the grass valley road, and erected on a 
larger scale and improvements made 
in the machinery. 

About a year since the company was 
incorporated under the name of the 
Pioneer Reduction Works, with Pro- 
fessor A. B. Crosby, President. Hav- 
ing a curiosity to investigate the new 
process, a few days ago we visited the 
mill and examined the workings of it. 
The entire machinery was run by a 


50-horse power engine, cylinder 10-. 


inches in diameter, 20-inch stroke. 
The battery is the same as in all ordi- 
nary mills, has ten stamps, and is 
supplied with a self-feeder. Extra 
large sized copper plates are arranged 
for receiving the amalgam, equipped 
with Stansfield’s concentrator. The 
ore, after being crushed and concen- 
trated, is passed through an automatic 
roasting furnace, where it undergoes a 


- complete oxidisement; from there the 


material is carried to burr mills, in 
which it is ground very fine. From. 
the burr mills it is carried by an ele- 
vator to a washing tank, where all sol- 
uble matter deleterious to amalgama- 
tion is thoroughly removed; thence it 
is discharged into an amalgamator of 
peculiar construction, a¥hich has. an 
arrangement for keeping the quick- 
silver being used in constant circula- 
tion. In connection with that cireu- 
lation the quicksilver is made to pass 
through chemical solutions, for the 
purpose of keeping it in constant and 
uniform order. After amalgamation 
the pulp is emptied into a large ‘‘dolly”’ 
tub; from thence it is discharged on to 
a large copper-plated machine called 
a-- ‘‘centipede” which operates as 
a concentrator, preventing any loss of 
quicksilver in fine globules or flour. 
From the ‘‘centipede” the lighter por- 
tions are discharged to waste, while 
the heavier portions, resulting from 
imperfect roasting or grinding, 
are caught in a tank and returned to 
the mill, where they are reworked. 
The assay of tailings from the mill 
vary with the character of the ore, 
ranging from $3 to $4 per ton in gold. 
Everything about the mill, from the 


batteries to the ‘‘centipede,” notwith- | 


standing the complication of machin- 
ery, works very smoothly and evenly. 
The working capacity ef the mill is 
kept busy crushing rock from the New 
England and Brunswick mines. 


The Pioneer Reduction Works are a | 


complete success and although mill 
and mine owners had little or no con- 
fidence in the prospect at its com- 
mencement, owing to the previous 
failures of other kindred enterprises, 
the practical demonstration that the 
reduction works save from eighty to 
ninety-five per cent, of all the gold in 
the ore, and that large quantities of 
rock can be worked as well as small 
lots, will bring it into favor with min- 
ers in this and other gold-mining coun- 
ties of the State.

Modern Oracles. 


Ordinary people are not expected to 
deliver judgment or even to pronounce 
an opinion on subjects of which they 
know nothing. In such cases the rule 
of common sense suggests the advice 
which indeed is not always taken, that 
they should say nothing. But there 
have always existed in the world some 
beings, either abstract or concrete, 
who are not regarded as ordinary peo- 
ple, and who are not allowed, whatever 
may be their inclination, to shelter 
themselves behind this fortress of si- 
lence. But when the real interest, or 
the combined clamor, of a sufficient 
number of what is called the public, 
has been excited upon any question, 
important or ephemeral, a great jour- 
nal is obliged to speak, and to speak 
in the only voice with which: nature 
has provided it; there must be a, lead- 
ing article, which somebody must be 
found to write. The necessity of ut- 
terance being thus established, or 
rather, forced upon the daily press by 
the demand of an uninstructed crowd 
for some authoritative supply of wisdom 
the only question remaining open for 
consideration is the form which the 
article shall assume. The corivenient 
device known as ‘‘the prévions qués- 
tion’ is not available; the public has not

At the present termi- 
nus of the Southern Pacific Railroad, 
an enterprise in which he and his con- 
freres of the Central Pacific have pushed 
to the edge of the desert Colorado, 
there where nature has been robbed of 
much of her barrenness by the Govern- 

ment and the restless ambition of man, , 
this railroad chieftain quietly gazed 
upon his work, and at the beck of 
the death conductor,passed forever from 
the scenes of his last work, from the 
presence of his friends. The records 
of the Sacramento Society of Califor- 
nia Pioneers show that Mark Hopkins 
was bern in Henderson, Jefferson 
county, New York in 1816. OnJanu- 
ary 22d, 1849, he sailed for California, 
via Cape Horn. On the 4th day of 
August of the same year he arrived in 
San Francisco. He had desiged to 
practice law, but, to one of his habits 
of thought, the field was uninviting in 
those early historic days of California, 
when might was right, and the un- 
written law held chief sway. He en- 
tered the mercantile business, in which 
he continued through the remainder of 
his life. At his place of business —54 
K street, Sacramento—the plans of 
the great Pacific railroad were formed. 
“Uncle Mark,” as he was offen called 
by his most familiar friends, is de- 
described as a good man, and one pos- 
sessed of high, honorable business 
qualities of mind and heart. He was 
not known by the public as Hunting- 
ton, Crocker and Stanford are. It 
seems that Hopkins was an unostenta- 
tious man, and fond of the home circle, 
not boastful of what he did, and a 
man. who shunned public notoriety.

She did not insert in the 
treaty of San Stefano a single stipula- 
tion clashing with the interests of 
others, or injuriously affecting them 
by its reservations. Russia is conscious 
of having neglected nothing which 
could secure to the East an era of 
prosperity, and to Europe long years 
of Peace. She will deeply deplore 
aberrations which may counteract her © 
pacific work, but at the same time she 
will await, arms in hand, any attempt 
to dispute the fruits of her sacrifice, 
which no threats will induce her to 
relinquish.” 

A Constantinople special says it is 
thought the Porte will request Eng- 
land to withdraw her fleet, as Russia 
and Turkey are now allies.

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Editorial and Local Matters. 


That School House. 


Several of our best citizens are pnz- 
zled over the exact hue of the school 
question now before them. They think 
that itis quite as essential to know 
how this money is to be disposed of, 
as to know that it is a necessary ex- 


‘penditure. Many oppose the building 


of one large school house for the con- 
venience of afew. They say that this 
will not serve the best interests of the 
cause. Others again object to the is- 
suance of $20,000, under the plea that 
such a sum will be entirely unneces- 
sary. ‘They further assert that in the 


absence of any mutual understanding 


between the Trustees and taxpayers 
the former may misinterpret the wishes 
of the people, and defeat the very 
purpose of the expenditure. It seems 
to be generally believed that the Trus- 
tees are disposed towards being very 
arbitrary in the matter, and this dis- 
agrees with the taxpayer. 

There is, however, one common 
ground upon which all parties meet— 
that by another year the school facili- 
ities will be found too small. Even 


- this statement, however, is turnedj to 


advantage by some as follows: We 
needed more room last year worse than 
at present. Our population is not in- 
creasing so fast and we may not need 
it next year. Rather than anthorize 
an indefinite and perhaps unsatisfac- 
tory expenditure of $20,000’ it would 
be better to wait, at least until there 
can be an agreeable plan set before 


. the people. We have stated these ar- 


guments as they are advanced, and it 
is plain that a wide difference exists 
as to the proposition. Unless these 
difficulties are reconciled the tax will 
be voted down, and unless there can 
be distinct plans of expenditure fur- 
nished it will be better so. There is 
very little policy in taxing a large 
minority to carry out certain ideas 
with which they have no sympathy. 
There can be no doubt that we shall 
need, and do need at present, increased 
school facilities, there is great uncer- 
tainty in regard to the vote unless the 
matter be more fully explained. 

We hope that the Trustees may un- 
bend sufficiently to explain their exact 


intentions, and show the people how 


their interests will be served. There 
are several minor matters which ought 
also to receive attention, and among 
these we have before mentioned Mr. 
Ring’s salary. This gentleman can 
certainly, with more rigid economy, 
live on one man’s salary, and the sur- 
plus will hire another teacher and 


make the school more efficient. We 


would advise the Trustees to make 
their ideas known so that people may 
know how to vote. Unless this is 
done the noes will carry the day. 


The Next Grand Jury. 


There has been a great deal of talk 
about the action of the last Grand Jury 
in certain quarters, and the time has 
come when these matters can be set- 
tled. Some have complained that the 
last jury did not go far enough, if that 
be true the present bedy can remedy 
the defect. Others say that it went 
teo far, if that be the case the jury 
which assembled yeserday can 
learn where the mistake was made, 
and make it known. 
lost a large sum of money through the 
peculations of its officials, and the last, 


Grand Jury tried to stop it. The 


body which convenes to-morrow can 


try again; and may count upon the as-. 


sistance of the last jury, and a large 
majority of the tax payers. 

The duty of investigation can not 
be shirked, and since the court and 
Commissioners pass by your affairs so 
lightly, it behooves Grand Jurymen to 
take action themselves. 

A proper examination of charges 
made will result in profit to this 
county, notwithstanding the exceed- 
ingly empty explanation offered by 


the County Commissioners, and writ- 


ten by two county officials. To spend 
$68,000 per year on county govern- 
ment gentlemen, is too much, simply 
an outrage, and more than you can 
say it 
cannot be remedied, but any. sensible 
man knows mueh better than that, 
and there is virtue in trying. The 
County Commissioners do not hold all 
of your property in trust, and it would 
be well to tell them so. 

One fact worthy of note is, that not 
one man who served onthe last jury 
was subpoened on the new—a thing 
which has not happened before within 
our knowledge.

We don’t assert that this illus- 
tration applies to the stock market, 
for we have always known that at the 
neighborly Exchange, on Pine street, 
quite another rule prevails. But there 
are men in this western country who 
go about helping their neighbers all 
the time. They give away points and 
provide dividend paying investments. 
They build large buildings and estab- 
lish banks solely for neighborly pur- 
peses, and are educating the people in 
the rules of this excellent game as fast 
as possible. Boss Tweed and Duncan 
have a copyright on the game, but 
there are innumerable agents in this 
country, and you, my honest friend 
Hopkins, had better learn the rules. 
It’s your next throw, and although 
you may not approve of the principle 
exactly, you can hardly afford to get 
all of the matches for that is defeat. 
So grasp the dice-box firmly and throw 
them out. You'll geta six, without 
doubt, and so be able to “help your: 


neighbor.”

It atfords protectien to 
the headsmen whose cattle fatten in 
the extensive ranges of Quin and 
King’s rivers, the Owyhee and Stein 
Mountains, and the prospectors who 
penetrate its mountain fastnesses in 
search of mines. It is a center from 
which troops can be marched at any 
season of the year to quell any out- 
break that may occur among the sev- 
eral tribes in Northern Nevada, East- 
ern Oregon or Idaho, and instead of 
being abandoned at the instigation of 
Indian Agents, its garrison ought to 
be increased and the post made a sup- 
ply depot for the northern country.

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Kissing the Dead Pope’s Feet. 


We were taken through the ante- 
chambers and great halls, all of which 
we found filled with a changing 
crowd similar to that on the staircase: 
then we passed on an outer gallery in- 
to the Throne Hall, and from thence 
into a small room, where wesaw Pius 
IX. laying, as if asleep, on a low bed, 
which stood in the centre. Five 
priests sat on a bench at the end of 
the room, back of the head of the bed, 
reciting prayers; two of the guardie 
nobile, which were drawn swords cov- 
ered with crape, stood on guard; there 
were four huge, lighted candles in high 
stands on the floor—twoat the head, 
two at the feet of the dead Pope. The 
bed was capitonne with red silk dam- 
ask, and had a cover of the same rich 
stuff; on this cover lay the body of the 
Pope, dressed in his usual robe of 
white woolen, the tta Tossa, or 
cape, bordered with ermine, the cam- 
auro, or hood, on his head also border- 
ed and lined with white ermine, and 
red cloth shoes on his feet. The 
hands were folded one over the other, 
on the chest, and under them was the 
crucifix His Holiness held, kissed and 

ve the solemn benediction with just 

fore the dread agony of death came 
on. it was startling to see how life 
like he looked. During the last year 
or two there have been many distress- 
ing marks of old age in the Pope’s face, 
but as I saw the holy father dead last 
Saturday he looked as he did two years 
ago, when I first received his benedic- 
tioh. I was near enough to touch the 
body and to see the face plainly. 
There was a gentle smile on it; 1t seem- 
ed as if he was at the moment of awak- 
ening—that his splendid eye would 
open upon us. I couldonly think of 
the just made perfect who rest in the 
peace of the Lord. Everyone who has 
seen the late Pope has certainly no- 
_ticed the beauty of hishand, white, well 
formed, dignified, and graceful in mo- 
tion. These most beautiful hands 
were most perfectly preserved; the 
sparkling oriental amethyst ring was 
- on the finger, and I almost looked to 
see the benediction hand raised to 
bless us. We were only three; we 
knelt at the side of the bed awhile; 
then approached the feet, knelt and 
kissed them; knelt again to the other 
side, and then passed out of the still 
room of death. A young Protestant 
friend who was with me pressed a 
bunch of bay laurel leaves, which she 
had just gathered on the Pincio, to 
the Pope’s feet, afterward she said: 
‘‘When I kissed the feet. it seemed as 
if 1 were pressing my lips to Clio’s

If he 
is a candidate for re-election, as it is 
generally supposed he is, Mr. Wren 
will probably carry the Eureka dele- 
gation for Congress. Jones is the al- 
most unanimous choice of the Repub- 
licans here for United States Senator. 
The base range branch of the Demo- 
cratic family appears to be divided be- 
tween Bradley and Hagerman for Gov- 
ernor, with the preponderance, 
from present appearances, slightly in 
favor of the latter. An unfortunate 
vacancy in the Board of County Com- 
missioners which the Governor was 
called upon to fill has evoked a legion 
of active opponents among the disap- 
pointed candidates and their friends. 

Third term and old age are also urged 
against him, but as merely side issues; 
the vacant County Commissionership 
is the main rock upon which he split. 

Mr. Hagerman, when here during the 
last Presidential campaign as a candi- 

date upon the Democratic Electorial 
ticket, created a favorable impression, 
which, with the disaffection in the 
Bradley ranks, will probably insure 
him the delegation from this county. 

Jewett Adams will probably get some 
support from here, for his present po- 
sition of Lieutenant Governor.

A. Bottomless Abyss. 


[Vallejo Chronicle. } 


Those acquainted with the ouflines 
of the coast skirting the Arsenal 
grounds at Benicia will recal! the long 
curve in the shore of which Arsenal 
Point makes the southern arm. The 
line of the railroad runs directly across 
the little bay, making a distance from 
shore to shore of probably 300 feet. 
Now, the railroad builders have been 
trying for the last four months, ever 
since they first broke ground for the 
railroad, to fillin a roadbed over this 
place. Steadily the carts have dumped 
in their loads, and after long toil it 
would be thought that some progress 
had been made in the work; but then 
would come a cave and the men would 
see the work of days swallowed up 
out of sight. So it has gone on filling 
and caving. Four horses, each witha 
cart attached, have been sucked in 
during different caves in the embank- 
ment, and have fever been afterwards 
seen or heard of. The great Mael- 
strom of fable was never more unwill- 
ing to surrender its prey than is this 
yawning abyss. On several occasions 
it was thought that the task was in the 
way of accomplishment. <A few weeks 
ago the feet of the sloping faces of the 
fills (the work is prosecuted from both 
ends) had touched each other and it 
was thought then that surely the 
beginning of the end was at hand. 
But a cave succeeded, and the gap 
gaped as wide as ever. Last Satur- 
day forty feet more of the fill melted 
away, and now the job is to all appear- 
ance as far-off from completion as it 
was a month ago. Where all the dirt 
goes is a mystery. The railroad boring 
machine has prospected the bottom, 
and finds that there is a distance of 
eighty feet from the surface of the 
water to where it strikes a solid found- 
ation. The eighty feet is pretty 
neatly divided between water and soft 
mud. But this is only eighty feet of 
distance, and the railroad working- 
men say that vacancy can’t begin to 
account as storage room for all the dirt 
they have dumped in, saying nothing 
of the horses and carts. The company 
has now expended $70,000 intrying to 
fillin this little 300-foot hiatus. It 
would have been cheaper if they had 
spanned it with a suspension bridge.

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From scenes of tiery excitement into 
‘others of deepest «gloom and despair, 
was but a short «step for peor Ireland. 
‘Three terrible years had annihilated 
the resources of the rural population. 
The inability to pay the rent brought 
on the ruin of the landlords; whole 
districts were running to waste, and 
starvation onte more threatened with 
its awful features. English journalists, 
assayists and orators united in urging 
the Irish landlord to colonize with 
thrifty farmers from beyond the chan- 
nel. “English and Scotch tenants,” 
they said, “are men with means, with 
modern ideas; they will farm scientifi- 
cally, develop your resources, and 
make you rich.” There was a politi- 
cal interest in all this, too; for, if 
once the island were thus peopled, 
there would be an end of seditions 
and secret conspiracies. None cared 
or thought what would become of the 
poor people who now held the lands; 
and, if the landlords were tempted 
to pity, it was a luxury they could 
not afford. Thus England sowed 
the wind, and is ‘now reaping the 
whirlwind; for the great ‘‘famine clear- 
ances’ which followed drove a million 
Irish to America, filled with that dead- 
ly hatred which was the origin and 
spirit of Fenianism. 

Few stories in history are more pain- 
ful than the tale of these evictions. 
The Irish tenant’s home is passionate- 
ly loved. Here his fathers lived be- 
fore him; and every rock and bush 
has its sweet association. All his lit- 
tle store of worldly goods, moreover, 
is gathered within those humble walls; 
for he does not hire his house all 
stocked as the English and Scotch 
farmers do. Under such circumstan- 
ces, the evictions became acts of the 
utmost cruelty and. brutality. The 
Sheriffs who accompanied the land- 
lords’ agents protested that no execu- 
tion was ever so trying to their feel- 
ings as the leveling of those wretched 
houses. The fiercest wrath of Nature, 
even, could not stay the dreadful ruin. 
In hail and thunder, rain and snow, 
the gangs pushed on the work of de- 
struction; the aged and bed-ridden, the 
nursing bade, were driven forth into the 
angry nightto wander without shelter or 
food, until God, in some unforeseen 
way, perhaps by death, should have 
mercy on their misery. The story of 
these evictions makes the blood curdle 
and boil by turns, and forces one to 
look with Lesbos upon the capabilities 
of human nature. Forten years the 
work went on; night and day, summer 
and winter, the ‘‘Crowbar pee. at 
scoured the country. Hand-work was 
too slow, and a machine was invented 
which would fasten upon the doomed 
house and bring it down in instantane- 
ous ruin. The wretched victims lin- 
gered about the sacred places until 
driven away by starvation, or the more 
cruel blows of their masters. Such 
landed proprietors as did not embark 
in this fortid scheme yet forbade their 
tenants to receive any of the fugitives, 
and none wished the burden of pau- 
pers. Such peasants as had the means 
emigrated to America, and some land- 
lords, indeed, paid the passage of those 
whom they turned adrift. But -vast 
multitudes died in the swamps, the 
mountains, and by the roadside, or 
found a little longer way to the grave 
through the workhouse.—Frem Ap- 
pletons’ Journal of April.
